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Continuation of 10. Other: in Pages 11-13, the applicant state that the sepcificatlon page 7, line 22 to page 8, lines 21 read on a router 
however, the examiner does not see any device such as router. Furthermore, the applicant states that Itol does not teach a routing means 
for assigning internal address to the telephone and the computer ... to and from the telecommunication network via subscriber line, in 
reply Itoi discloses a device for assigning an internal address to the telephone and computer and selectively routing the voice and data 
signals to the telephone and computer (Fig 3b, Ref 300-307 assignes the internal address and rotuing the voice and data signals for 
telephone 31 1 and data terminal 314 to the telecommunication network between the router and the subscriber line is the line between 
them to access the telecommunication network as show In Fig 1). With respect to claim 25-26, the applicant states that Borella fails to 
disclose an external network address assigned to the subscirber line. In reply, Borella discloses a router which is coupled to the 
subscirber line is assigned an external network addres 198.10.20.30 in fig 1 and the internal address and external are translated at the 
router 26; see Figs 7-14). Therefore, the rejection maintains 
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
